a. Bonded Capital

WHERAS, the Board of Selectman has recommended that the Town appropriate $1,952,000 to
fund the costs of the following capital expenses (collectively referred to as the “2015-16 Town
Facilities Capital Improvements Project”) and issue its general obligation bonds or notes and
temporary notes in an amount not to exceed $1,952,000 to finance said appropriation.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Finance, having reviewed
the proposed 2015-16 Town Facilities Capital Improvements Project,

@ approves and recommends that the Town of Brookfield appropriate $1,952,000
to finance the costs of the 2015-16 Town Facilities Capital Improvements Project and
issue its bonds or notes and temporary notes in an amount not to exceed $1,952,000 to
finance said appropriations;

(b) approved the bond resolution for the appropriation and borrowing authorization
for the 2015-16 Town Facilities Capital Improvements Project, substantially in the
form attached hereto, with such changes as the First Selectman shall determine and as
are consistent with Board of Finance approval of said appropriation and borrowing
authorization; and

(© requests that a copy of this resolution, including the attachments be filed with
the Town Clerk and the Board of Selectmen.

Motion passed 6-0.

A motion was made by Vice Chairman E. Nepomuceno, seconded by S. O’Reilly,

to move that the proposals for Brookfield High School and Whisconier Middle School in the
amount of $2,795,000 as well as the Meadowbrook Manor proposal in the amount of
$2,000,000 be voted on prior to March 20, 2015.

Motion passed 6-0.
